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ANvUNIVERSAL LAW THAtfS BROKEN BY CAPITAUSM 


M r. Herbert Spencer remarks that the Christian 
saying “ Tf any would not work neither should be 
eat* is simply an enunciation of ah troirersal law 
of nature under which life itself has reached Its present 
height—the law that a creature not energetic enough 
to maintain itself must die." Why arbat is this? There 
are thousands of creatures in our present society who 
have never been energetic enough to maintain them¬ 
selves in any sense whatsoever, yet who have eaten 
excellently well every day, and triU go on to eating 
from their cradles to their graves. 

The Isbor of other creatures hss provided them with 
sustenance, whether the laborers were willing or no, 
owing to social conventions entered into before they 
were born. Such idlers as these are surely more harm¬ 
ful to the community st large and, if ethics are to come 
in, more open to condemnation, than weary wayfarers 
who perhaps have never had a full meal in thdr life 
through, however hard they might work. 

The truth is our social arrangements breed idlers— 
wealthy idlers at the top;'starving idlers at the bot.'om. 

Take a single but very importsnt instance of the way 
in which our present system works ruin sll round. In¬ 
dustrial crises occur more and more frequently in each 
successive generation. The incressing powers of machin¬ 
ery, greater facility of transport and coromnnication do 
but serve to make matters worse for the puss of work¬ 
ers in all countries, inasmuch that the uncertainty of 
employment is greatly increased by these recurring 
crises, apart fren the danger of the workers being 
driven out on to the streets by the introduction of new 
labor-uving machines. But these crises arise from the 
very nature of our capitalist system of production. 
Thus, when a period of depression comes to an end, 
orders flow in from home and foreign customers; each 
manufacturer is anxious to take advantage of the rising 
tide of prosperity ano produces as much as he can 
without any consultation with his fellows or any regard 
for the future; there is a great demand for laborers in 
the factories, workshops, ship-yards and mines; prices 
rise all along the line, speculation is rampant; new 


into one another by that social and medianical division 
of labor, as well as by the increasing scale of factory 
industry. 

But mey have no control whatever over their products 
when Sniped. 

The exchange is carried on solely fop the profit of the 
.employing class, who themselves are compelled to com¬ 
pete against one another at high pressure in order to 
keep their places. Thus a glut follows and then a de- 
preadion of trade, when millions of men are out of work 
over the world, though peady to ^ve their useful labor 
in return for food; and the capitalists are unable to em¬ 
ploy them because the glu’* which they themselves have 
eteated prevents production at a profit. Here, then, is 
a manifest sad growing antagonism between the social 
system of production and the individual (or profit-mak¬ 
ing) control of exchange.

“the most wretched of all electoral 
laws” as It was called once by Ble> 
marrk (who. of course, could not 
have foreseen the Ruaslcn eiectorlt', 
law), and to extend the Hetchsti^ 
franchise tc Prussia. 

The two lines of agitation uUlmate> 
ly conversed for him In a curious 
manner, one leading to his being con- 
vtctod of ’*i»editlouB " propaganda and 
sentenced to 18 months' conAcment In 
a fortress, and the other resulting In 
his being returned the elections of 
ll>08 to the Prussian lAndtag as one 
of a small group of Socialists who en¬ 
tered those sac.'ed precintB for the 
first time In Prussian history. 

• Thia again, made him a celebrity 
for the time being In his f^iheriand. 
but a still greater senastlon was to 
come In January*. 1®12, when he was 
elected ti' the relchstag for the Rus- 
tian Royoi borough, the Potsdiini con¬ 
stituency. where the court and mili¬ 
tary natumlly constitute the greatest 
social forces. This wa- a resounding 
"box in the ear" for tf e ruling clique 
on the part of the ele.:tors. who evi¬ 
dently delighted in seeing the most Im¬ 
placable enemy the Prussian monar¬ 
chist and military regime, and one 
who had but recently "done" Impris¬ 
onment for high treason, to act as the 
I Bpokesme,. for the foremost constitu¬ 
ency In Pruariia. Since that time Herr 
Llebknechl has more than ever loom¬ 
ed In the eyes of the public as an cm 
blem or symbol o* thn revolt, as an 
emblem or symbol of the revolt of the 
democracy against the reactionary 
powers In the state. 

And now, by his revelations in the 
relchstag, Herr Llebnecht has dealt 
Che same powers another and not lose 
censational blow. The PrusMan rear 
tion like to play the part allotod to It 
by Frederick the Croat of a "rocher 
de bronxe" on which no attacks, how’- 
ever spirited, can produce the slight- 
^est impression. It simply wav'.« with 
Its hand and dtsdaloly says: "It docK 
n >t matter." But students of Ger¬ 
man life know that It doen matter 
The "rocks" continues to stand, but 
Its foundations are becoming under 
mined, and one day It may topple 
over. And Herr Llebknccht knows It, 
and does bis work with a gusto, Just 
as his father did, the great Wilhein' 
Llebknecht, did it tn his days, after 
his manner. 

There is, indeed a great similarity. 
In spite of external dlfTerences. be¬ 
tween the (WO men. father snd son 
Old Wilhelm was tho type of a cul¬ 
tured German, full of idraa full of 
kindness, deliberate, quiet, large- 
minded, and large-hearted. Young 
.Sari Is Impetuoua passionate,a man 
of action, who will often act before 
he even has time to think. Yet never 
has a son been s truer Image of his 
father In so far as political ideals and 
the means of attaining them are con- 
oerned, Karl Is as devoted a Socialist 
as bis father ever was, and Just like 
the latter, he stands on the extreme 
•Tefl” of hi party, bating all c6m- 
promise, and flrmly believ*lng In the 
Inevitability of a revolution, Unllko 
his father, he does not excel in the 
oouncils of peace, being temperamen¬ 
tally nnsolt^ for chamber wor!<. but. 
like hts father, he Is always to be met 
with In the front ranks of an attack- 
column. Like his father, too. he 
Is a passionate Internationalist, and 
Just a coupls of weeks sgo he visited 
Paris, London and Brussels, holding 
tor%h on the necessity'*Qf combating 
thii machinations of them ilitarlsts In 
every eoantry, and of preserving the 
world's peace. 


Dr. H^rl Llebknecht is at present' 
a European celebrity, but had the 
memory of the public not been so un- 
i>ardonubly shore he would have en- 
loyed Buropean fame long ago. writes 
"One Who Knows Him," In the Lon¬ 
don Dally News. It was In 1804 that 
he first came under the blaxe of no¬ 
toriety as the counsel for defense In- 
ihe famous "oonsplracy" trial of Ger¬ 
man Socialists chsTged at Konlgsburg 
wHth assisting Russian revolutionists 
living abroad in transporting over the 
frontier seditious literature and ren- 
itering them other services of a simi¬ 
lar kind. Young barrister as be then 
waa Karl Llebknecht undertook the 
defense of the accused, and succeed- 
fd In turning the trial Into one huge 
political Indictment of the Prusso- 
German regime. It was a piece of 
political agltati,''Q of the highest or¬ 
der. and It was carried out In a way 
(hat made the name of Liebkoecht 
famous In the most distant corners of 
ihe German empire. The Prussian 
reaction wa> simply stripped naked 
before the eyes of the whole world, 
and shown In all Its unlovUneoe to the 
thousands end thousands of specta¬ 
tors who had still been IgnoraoUy ad¬ 
miring Its brilliant exterior That 
single trial must have brought ,o the 
ranks of the opposition Innumerable 
recruits from quarters hitherto un¬ 
touched by political propaganda- 

It woa. perbapo. this trial which In¬ 
duced Herr Llebknecht to become, so 
to speak. thS champion epemy of the 
Prussian regime, and all that it con¬ 
notes—Junkerdom, militarism. Hoh- 
enxollem autocracy, and so forth. An 
exceHent speaker, though not an ora¬ 
tor with a temperament full of en- 
thuslaim and fire, highly educated 
and well-read, thougn far from being 
a theorist and "phiioaopher." as so 
many highly educated Armans are. 
Herr Llebknecht threw himself now 
into an agitation against the military 
caste, and soon became the foremost 
leader In the campaign for the con¬ 
quest of unlveraal suffrage to the Pru- 
•tan domination In Germany. 

His antl-mhlUxlst agitation had for 
Its special object to educate the youth 
of the working class in the spirit of 
peace and InternaUonalisn,: but he 
niso went so far as to suggest propo- 
gsnda in the barracks and sJso among 
the army generally, after the manner 
of the French anll-mllltarlsts. for 
which howevMf. he never gained the 

oympathy of bis fellow Soclallsta With 

regard to the Prussian franchise, he 
was one of the first (shaHng In this re- 
‘ opect the honor with Herr Bernstein,

VICTOR BERGER ADDRESSES HOOSIERS 


“ Shows the Grandeur of the Socialist Position and the 
Historic Need of the Impen^ng Change 


FT WA>"TB, Indiana.—In a speech 
before a great crowd at the annual 
p'^nlo of the Socialists of Allen coun¬ 
ty, Victor L. Berger opened the mun¬ 
icipal campaign of the S>claUsts In 
this city. His siieecb was s clear pre¬ 
sentation of the conditions of the 
workers today ' and the way out os 
presented by the Socialist party. 

“The negro was property. A full 
grown negro repreeenteo about $ 1,000 
in value—eometimes n.ore. He was 
property which the master owned. 
Therefore the master, if he had any 
sense, took gcod care of his human 
chattel. The master Was eager to have 
tbe sieve as long and in as gool con¬ 
dition an possible. When the slave be¬ 
came sick, or when he died, the mas¬ 
ter lost money. 

“The case Is entirely different with

“In most cases the employment Is 
absolutely Impersonal. The employ- 
or does not know his employe by 
name. This la Invariably the case 
with a stock company whs* the stock 
hetdors are scattered all over a city, 
n state or all over the country, some- 
tlroea even over Europe. 


receive the full value of their product 
—because a considerable profit is 
made by the employing class on ev. 
erything the wtrkers produce—how 
can they be expected to buy back 
these products? . Their numerical 
strength makee them the chief eon- 
sumera of the country and those on 
whom production mainly depeads. 

“In this way. by the laboring people 
not being able to consume enough, 
and by the planless way In which 
production is curried on In general, 
the so-called overproduction is cre¬ 
ated.

The principle is the same tn free 
trade England, or high tariff Ameri¬ 
ca and Germany.

Deaths on Board. 


The Mississippi river was brown with mud. 
or clay in eolation, and, often it was hard to 
wash decks, because wherever tbe water w^ould 
stand still a few mfhutes It would leave a de¬ 
posit of mud. If one took a gloss and filled 


It. allowing It to stand ntlll half an hour there 
would be a aedimeut of mud at the bottom 
half an inch deep. The river began to rise «nd 
after a while the ship was lying higher than 
the city and one could look down Into the 
streets from the Galena's decks. 

Many snage or uprooted trees, some of 
of large size w't-re brought down by t,., current 
and eometlire* got fuui <if the Galena's anchor 
chains or mooring*, so a constant lookout had 
to be kept tn avoid them. A man had to be 
kept at the helm condnuaJly and when one 
was sighiet: the helm was put over and the ship 
would swing to one side. But in spile of all 
precaution several times big snags got tangled 
up with the OKlena and it ivn* a hard job to 
clear her The Mexican gunlKiut got a tot of 
tree* athwart her hawser, the atru.n parted her 
chain and down stream she went, till picked 
ui> by a tug and towed to her moorings again. 

The Galena laj* off the Canal atraet ferry 
and on/ morning the ferry boat run into the 
Galena’s third cutter as she was coming from 
shorn with the stev'^ards and liberty men ‘T'le 
cutter hud several planks stove in hut managed 
to keep afloat till she came alongside, but 
it might have been a serious mishap, for the 
current was very swift In the river and had the 
cutter been capslxed or sunk, no doubt some of 
the men would have been lost. 

The weather was damp and chilly and quite a 
few of the men were on the sick list with mala¬ 
ria. A marine who had been quite 111 for t**., 
days died at 6 bells (II o'clock) during the 
night of Jan. 36. and was brought up from the 
slcK hay nn to the spar deck where he was la.d 
out on the engine room hatch. Hans was 
one of the anchor watch from 12 to 4 and had 
to put on his cutlass and stand guard over htrn 
from 12 to 2. 

It was a dirty night as sailor* say, there was 
a thick chilly fog. that penetrated everything 
and In consequence tjie fog bell had to be ki 
tolling, which sounded dull and mournful in 
the thick air. At the sams tt*ue tbe man died 
the riding light on the tci .stay went out and 
that was something f the old seadogs to 
talk about and let loo^e 'heir superstltiona 

Next nioralng the carpenter started to make 
a coffin hut before he could finish It the men 
had chipped in and bought a casket ashore. 
At four in the afternoon he was taken on 
shore in the second cutter In tow of tho
